ALMA  MATER 


The  words  of  "Hark  the  Sound,"  UNC-Chapel  Hill's  alma  mater,  were  written  in  1897  by  William  Starr  Myers, 
a  graduating  senior.  The  Glee  Club  director  asked  Myers  to  put  words  to  the  tune  "Amici,"  and  the  song  was 
first  performed  on  June  2,1897,  as  part  of  the  Glee  Club's  Commencement  performance  in  Gerrard  Hall. 

Soon  the  song  was  almost  forgotten.  When  a  University  quartet  tried  a  few  years  later  to  remember  the 
words,  they  could  recollect  only  the  first  verse  and  the  chorus  of  Myers'  original  version.  Two  members  of  the 
quartet,  Charles  S.  Mangum  and  Charles  T.  Woollen,  added  two  verses  to  the  one  they  remembered.  Mangum 
later  became  a  professor  in  the  School  of  Medicine,  and  Woollen  worked  as  the  University's  business  manager 
and  comptroller.

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NOTES    ON    ACADEMIC  DRESS 


The  following  information,  condensed  from 
An  Academic  Costume  Code  and  Ceremony 
Guide  and  published  by  the  American  Council  on 
Education,  may  be  helpful  in  identifying  academic 
attire  worn  during  today's  ceremony. 

The  history  of  academic  dress  dates  back  to  the 
European  Middle  Ages  when  scholars  at  the  old- 
est universities  were  clerics.  Capes  with  hoods  and 
warm  caps  were  needed  in  cold,  drafty  buildings. 
The  desire  for  a  uniform  appearance  ("well  born, 
well  turned-out  and  somewhat  learned,"  read  one 
medieval  formula)  and  for  marks  to  distinguish 
bachelor's,  master's  and  doctoral  degree  candidates 
led  to  the  development  of  today's  academic  costume. 

In  1895  representatives  from  American  colleges 
and  universities  met  at  Columbia  University  and 
fashioned  a  standard  code  of  academic  dress  for  this 
country.  The  code,  modified  in  1959,  is  still  in  force. 
The  costumes,  colors,  trimmings  and  patterns  you 
see  are  traditional,  and  refer  to  the  specific  degree 
and  field  of  study. 

The  bachelor's  gown,  designed  to  be  worn  closed, 
has  pointed  sleeves.  The  master's  gown,  which  may 
be  worn  open  or  closed,  has  an  oblong  sleeve,  open 
at  the  wrist,  that  hangs  nearly  to  the  ground;  the 
back  part  of  its  oblong  shape  is  square  cut  and  the 
arc  in  the  front  is  cut  away.  The  doctor's  gown  may 
be  worn  open  or  closed,  and  has  bell-shaped  sleeves. 

Bachelors'  and  masters'  gowns  are  untrimmed. 
Doctors'  gowns  are  usually  faced  with  black  velvet, 
with  three  bars  across  the  sleeves,  although  the 
color  of  the  velvet  may  vary  according  to  the  field  of 
study.  Some  doctoral  candidates  may  wear  a  unique 
Carolina  blue  gown  that  features  dark  blue  facings 
and  crossbars  outlined  in  white  piping  and  bear- 
ing the  University's  shield  supported  by  torches  of 
learning.  Hoods,  which  differ  in  length  for  the  three 
degrees,  are  lined  with  official  colors  of  the  univer- 
sity or  college  that  conferred  the  degree,  usually  with 
one  color  forming  a  chevron  pattern  over  the  other. 


Some  colors  you  will  see  on  faculty  and  administra- 
tors' robes  are:  the  crimson  of  Harvard,  the  maroon 
of  Chicago,  the  light  blue  and  white  of  North 
Carolina,  the  orange  and  black  of  Princeton  and  the 
dark  blue  of  Yale. 

Hoods  also  are  edged  and  bound  with  velvet  in 
the  color  appropriate  to  the  field  of  study.  You  will 
see  many  hoods  in  our  procession  edged  with  dark 
blue,  for  doctor  of  philosophy  (Ph.D.).  The  colors 
in  the  hoods  and  gowns  of  faculty  represent  the  fol- 
lowing fields  in  which  degrees  were  taken:

Chancellor 


Holden  Thorp,  a  Carolina  alumnus  and  faculty 
member,  took  office  July  1  as  the  University's  10th 
chancellor  following  a  national  search  that  ended 
with  his  unanimous  election  by  the  UNC  Board 
of  Governors  in  May.  Thorp,  previously  dean  of 
Carolina's  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  succeeded 
James  Moeser,  who  in  September  2007  announced 
plans  to  step  down  June  30  after  eight  years  and, 
after  a  year's  research  leave,  return  as  a  professor. 

A  1986  UNC  graduate,  Thorp,  44,  has  rapidly 
progressed  through  several  leadership  posts 
since  joining  the  faculty  15  years  ago.  A  native  of 
Fayetteville,  N.C.,  he  is  a  Kenan  Professor  and  an 
award-winning  teacher  and  researcher.  Thorp  was 
the  unanimous  choice  of  the  Chancellor  Search 
Committee  chaired  by  Trustee  Nelson  Schwab. 
Thorp  was  nominated  to  the  UNC  System's  Board  of 
Governors  by  UNC  President  Erskine  Bowles. 

Thorp  had  led  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
since  July  1,  2007.  He  also  chaired  the  nationally 
recognized  department  of  chemistry,  where  he  has 
been  a  full  professor  since  1999.  He  was  faculty 
director  of  a  fundraising  effort  attracting  about  $17 
million  for  the  Carolina  Physical  Science  Complex  as 
part  of  the  Carolina  First  Campaign. 

From  2001  to  2005,  Thorp  directed  the  Morehead 
Planetarium  and  Science  Center,  guiding  efforts 
to  expand  the  planetarium's  original  emphasis  to 
become  a  comprehensive  science  education  center. 
He  established  momentum  for  the  first  major 


renovation  since  the  Morehead  was  built  in  1947. 
Public  attendance  increased  by  40  percent,  and  the 
Morehead  created  "DNA:  The  Secret  of  Life,"  a  film 
installed  in  science  museums  including  the  American 
Museum  of  Natural  History  in  New  York  City. 

Thorp  has  published  more  than  130  scholarly 
articles  on  the  electronic  properties  of  DNA  and 
RNA.  He  invented  technology  for  electronic  DNA 
chips  that  is  the  basis  of  19  issued  or  pending  U.S. 
patents.  One  invention  provides  a  less  expensive 
blood  test  to  determine  if  prospective  parents  carry 
the  cystic  fibrosis  gene.  For  his  DNA  chip  technology, 
Thorp  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  Top  Innovators 
of  2001  by  Fortune  Small  Business  magazine.  In 
2005,  he  cofounded  Viamet  Pharmaceuticals  Inc., 
which  targets  metalloenzymes  in  infectious  disease, 
inflammation  and  oncology. 
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Thorp  has  received  several  major  national 
science  awards  and  fellowships  from  the  federal 
government  and  private  foundations.  At  Carolina, 
his  honors  include  awards  for  undergraduate 
teaching  and  scholarly  achievement.  He  delivered 
the  December  2006  Commencement  address  and  is 
an  accomplished  musician  who  plays  jazz  bass  and 
keyboard. 

Thorp  received  his  bachelor  of  science  degree 
with  highest  honors  in  chemistry  from  UNC  in 
1986.  He  earned  a  doctorate  in  chemistry  from  the 


California  Institute  of  Technology  in  1989,  was  a 
postdoctoral  associate  at  Yale  University  and  was 
an  assistant  professor  of  chemistry  at  N.C.  State 
University.  He  joined  the  UNC  faculty  in  1993. 

Thorp  is  married  to  Patti  Worden  Thorp,  a  Hope 
Mills  native  and  UNC-Greensboro  graduate.  They 
have  two  children:  John,  13,  and  Emma,  9. 
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Valerie  Ashby  is  the  Gordon  and  Bowman  Gray 
Distinguished  Term  Professor  in  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences'  chemistry  department.  She  joined  the 
Carolina  faculty  in  2004  as  an  associate  professor 
in  the  department,  after  teaching  at  Iowa  State 
University  from  1996-2003,  where  she  once  was 
named  Teacher  of  the  Year  in  the  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  and  Sciences. 

Ashby's  chemistry  research  focuses  on  the 
design  and  synthesis  of  polymeric  biomaterials. 
Her  work  has  led  to  10  patents  and  collaborations 
with  DuPont,  3M  and  Chevron  Phillips.  At  UNC, 
she  teaches  organic  chemistry  to  sophomores  and 
juniors,  as  well  as  introductory  chemistry  to  first- 
year  students. 

She  also  directs  the  University's  Summer  Pre- 
Graduate  Research  Experience,  which  helped  launch 
her  career  in  research  and  teaching  in  1988  soon 
after  her  own  graduation  from  Carolina  with  a 
bachelor's  degree  in  chemistry.  The  program  exposes

minority  undergraduates  across  the  country  to 
research  and  encourages  them  to  pursue  doctorates 
in  the  sciences,  technology,  engineering,  math, 
economics  or  other  social  and  behavioral  sciences. 

Ashby  has  been  a  National  Science  Foundation 
postdoctoral  fellow  and  visiting  scientist  at  Eastman 
Chemical  Company  and  IBM.  In  2002,  the  American 
Chemical  Society  named  her  one  of  the  top  12  young 
female  chemists  in  the  country. 

In  2008,  she  won  UNC's  Sitterson  Award 
for  first-year  teaching.  Her  other  awards  include 
several  3M  Young  Faculty  Awards,  a  DuPont 
Young  Faculty  Award  and  an  NSF  Early  Career 
Development  Award. 

A  native  of  Johnston  County,  N.C.,  Ashby 
graduated  from  the  county's  Clayton  High  School 
before  earning  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  ( 1988) 
and  a  Ph.D.  (1994)  in  chemistry  from  Carolina.

The  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  originated  in 
the  N.C.  state  constitution  of  1776,  which  proclaimed  that  "all 
useful  learning  shall  be  duly  encouraged  and  promoted  in  one 
or  more  universities." 

Carolina's  charter  was  approved  in  1789  and  the 
cornerstone  of  the  first  building,  Old  East,  was  laid  on  Oct. 
12,  1793.  The  University  annually  celebrates  Carolina's  birth 
date  each  October  12.  In  1795  the  University  opened  its  doors 
for  students.

THE    FIRST    CAROLINA  DIPLOMA 

In  September  1796  Carolina  student  Davie  Gillespie  began 
working  with  a  group  of  men  to  determine  the  Southern 
boundary  of  the  United  States.  His  instructors  gave  Gillespie 
a  document  to  carry  as  proof  that  he  had  been  a  student  at 
the  University  of  North  Carolina.  The  document,  now  in 
the  Library  of  Congress,  was  signed  by  his  professors  and 
ended  with  the  statement,  "We  thought  it  proper  to  give 
him  this  certificate." 

The  University's  first  graduating  class  in  1798  included 
Hinton  James,  the  first  student  to  enroll.  Seven  men  received 
the  first  documents  that  by  today's  standards  can  be  called 
UNC-Chapel  Hill  diplomas.  One  of  the  original  diplomas  is 
in  the  Southern  Historical  Collection  in  Wilson  Library. 

During  the  University's  early  years,  commencement  at 
Carolina  was  a  time  for  examinations  and  promotions  to 
higher  classes.  There  was  a  commencement,  but  no  degrees 
awarded  and  no  graduation.

ORIGIN    OF    THE    UNIVERSITY  C 

As  symbols  of  unity  among  Carolina  students,  alumni  and 
fans,  the  school  colors  of  light  blue  and  white  were  first  used 
around  1800  to  distinguish  between  members  of  the  Dialectic 
and  Philanthropic  Literary  Societies.  Throughout  the  19th 
century,  students  were  required  to  be  members  of  either  the 
Di  or  the  Phi.  The  Di's  color  was  light  blue,  and  the  Phi's  was 
white. 

At  University  commencements,  balls  and  other  social 
events,  the  student  officials,  managers  and  marshals  wore  the 
color  of  their  society,  blue  or  white.  Because  the  chief  marshal

or  chief  ball  manager  represented  the  whole  student  body,  not 
just  his  society,  he  wore  both  colors. 

When  the  University  fielded  its  first  intercollegiate  athletic 
teams  in  1888,  the  question  of  what  colors  to  wear  had  already 
been  answered.  Light  blue  and  white  had  come  to  symbolize 
membership  in  the  University,  not  in  a  single  society. 

Light  blue  and  white  have  been  considered  the  University's 
colors  for  more  than  a  century. 


THE   UNIVERSITY  SEAL 


The  first  seal  of  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  designed  in  1790, 
showed  the  face  of  Apollo  and 
his  emblem,  the  rising  sun,  used 
to  symbolize  the  dawn  of  higher 
education  in  the  state.  The  words 
"SIGUL  UNIVERSITAT  CAROL 
SEPTENT"  (Seal  of  the  University 
of  North  Carolina)  surrounded  the  drawing. 

A  modification  in  1895  added  lighted  torches  of  learning 
beside  Apollo's  profile.  Two  years  later  another  alteration 


replaced  Apollo's  head  with  a  shield  on  which  the  words 
Lux  (light)  and  Libertas  (liberty),  separated  by  a  white 
band  running  from  the  upper  right  to  the  lower  left  of  the 
shield,  appeared. 

In  the  1940s  some  observers  mistakenly  claimed  the  white 
stripe  on  the  shield  was  a  bend  sinister,  a  heraldic  code  that 
was  demeaning.  In  truth,  the  stripe  was  a  bar  sinister  and 
merely  denoted  a  second  or  later  son.  Still,  the  direction  of 
the  stripe  was  reversed,  removing  any  question  of  stigma. 

Today's  seal  is  the  same  as  the  1897  version,  except  the 
stripe  runs  from  the  upper  left  to  the  lower  right.
